Chesapeake and Delaware Canal Company. 


States of America in Congress assembled: 

The Memorial and Petition of the President 
and Directors of ghe Chesapeake and Delawar: 
‘Canal Company, respectfully sheweth, that the 
importance of uniting the waters of the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware Bays, by a water commuwi 
cation, was felt many years prior to the Revolu- 
tionary War; and it is believed, that, had th: 
Canal existed at that eventful period, it would 
have saved the government, in carriage alone, 
sum more than equal to the whole expense of the 
work; and that during the late war, the saving: 
would not probably have been less. ‘That you: 
memorialists are not in possession of data on 
which to frame an accurate estimate of these 
facts, but that some idea may te formed of the 
savings it would havé occasioned to individuals 
from the ascertained circumstance, that, during 
six months of the late war, a single mercantile 
house in Philadelphia, paid for the inland trans- 
portation of produce from the State of Virginia 
to that city, the considerable sum of about sixty 
thousand dollars ; but if is not from considera- 
tions of this character alone that the advantage- 
of this canal are to be tested, even in a national 
point of view : for, 

In a confederacy of great republics like that 
of these United States, whose existence rests. 
under Providence, on the will of the people. 
it is of incalculable importance to cement the 
most distant parts together “by the ties of mu 
tual interest, the constant interchange of good of 
fices, and the bonds of commercial intercourse. 
In these respects the Chesapeake and Delaware 
Canal presents itself in the most imposing and fa- 
vourable aspect to public patronage: for your 
memofialists think they may challenge the worl: 
to prodace another instance in which more ex- 
tensive, fertile, and increasingly productive re 
gions can be united by so short a line of artificial 
navigation—this being less than 14 miles. 

That the proper location of this Canal being 
a subject of deep interest to the Stockholders and 
the public, your memorialists, on the revival of 
the company in 1822, consumed more than 16 
months, and expended more than teu thousand 
dollars in new surveys and other preparatory mea- 
surés, in all which they were aided by the best 
scientific talents within their command. ‘That 
the mass of information thus obtained, together 
with all the facts and documents in their controul, 
were then submitted to a Board of Examining 
Engineers, composed of General Bernard and 
Colonel Totten, of the United States’ Engineer 
Department, and two other gentlemen of grea: 
experience and acknowledged talents in the for 

mation of canals, who, after having carefully ex 

plored the ground between the two bays, and af.- 
ter having held two separate sessions of con- 
sultation, unaninrously recommended the route 
which the Board, after great deliberation, unani- 
mously adopted. ‘That this Canal commences at 
Newbold’s Landing, on the nver Del.ware, op 

posite the Pea Patch, on which Fort Delaware is 
erected, and passing through St. George’s Mea-

If, from any cause, however innocent or aeci- 
dental; the exporter neglect to complete the en- 
try within the twenty days, as the law now 
stauds, he could not be permitted to do 80, though 
he should attend at the custom house for that-pur- 
pose a few hours after the expiration of that. pe- 
riod. 

In such case, he would lose the benefit of the 
drawback, and be without relief, but by an ap- 
plication to Congress for a special law ; a reme- 
dy expensive both (o the Government and the 
individual. 
As well from their own knowledge of the ca-

As has been already remarked, the failure to 
comply with these formalities within the prescrib- 
ed time, may have been caused, as well by the 
multiplicity of business in the custom-house, as 
by the inattention of the merchant; the main 
objects of the law may have been faithfully pro 
moted, the exporter may have tendered himself 
ready: a few hours after the expiration of the 
twenty days, to complete his entry, and yet, no 
remedy, short of the burthensome and expensive 
application to Congress, is afforded ; while the 
higher power of dispensing with the proof of an 
actual landing in a foreign port, and of cancelling 
the export bond, is vested in the Comptroller of 
the Treasury. 

The Committee are of opinion, that this is an 
evil embarrassing to the merchsae and in nowise 
advantageous to the government, for which a 
more summary remedy should be provided. 

They do not propose to dispense with either 
of the:formalities required by the impost act, nor 
to enlarge the time within which they should be 
ordinarily complied with, but recommend merely, 
where the failure todo so within that time, has 
been the effect of ifmocent causes, and without 
any-intention to defraud the government, that

LOANS OF VIRGINIA. 


REPORT of the Committee of Claims, upon the 
subject of the payment of interest upon certain 
loans negotiated by the state of Virginia, during 
the late war, for the use of the United States, ac- 
companied by a bill to authorize the payment of 
the same. 

The Committee of Claims, to whom was referr- 
ed, on the 20th of January, a resolution direct- 
ing them “to inquire into the propriety of pro- 
viding by law for the reimbursement of the 
amount of interest paid by the state of Vir- 
ginia, upon loans of money riegotiated by her 
for the use and benefit of the General Govern- 
ment, during the late war between Great Britain 
and the United States,” have had the same un- 
der consideration, and submit to the House the 
following Rerort : 

‘For a more enlarged view of this case, and the ar- 
gument by which the claim is sustained, the Com- 
mittee refer the House to the message of the Pre- 
sident, communicated to the Senate at the fast 
session, and the documents accompanying the 
same. By reference to them it will be seen that 
Virginia: was compelied to make sundry loans of 
banks to defray the expenses incident to repeated 
calls upon her militia force, during the late war. 
On these loans she has paid interest to a consi- 
derable amount, of which reimbursement is now 
asked from Congress. The principal of the loans, 
or money borrowed, bas already been paid by the 
General Government, and the Committee think 
the demand for interest actually paid for the use 
and benefit of the United States, is reasonable, 
and ought likewise to be paid. Io further illus- 
tration of this part of the subject, the Committee 
refer to a report of Chapman Johneon, Esq. to 
Governor Pleasants, dated Richmond, Mareh 23d, 
1824, accompanying the President’s message be- 
fore referred to, and which may be found among 
the printed documents of the Senate, first session,

To the Senate of the United States : 

In compliance with two resolutions of the Sen- 
ate, the first of the 2)st, and the second of the 
23d December last, requesting information re- 
specting the injuries which have been sustained 
by our citizens by piratical depredations, and oth 
er details counected therewith ; aad requesting 
alg, information of the measures which have 
been adopted for the suppression of piracy; and 
and whether, in the opinion of the Executive, 
it will not be necessary to adopt other means 
for the accomplishment of the object; and 
in that event, wnat other means, it will be most 
advisable to recur to; I herewith transmit a re- 
port from the Secretary of State, and likewise-a 
report from the Secretary of the Navy, with the 
documents reterred to in each. 

Us the very important question submitted to 
the Executive, a8 to (he necessity of recurring to 
other more effectual means for the suppression ot 
a practice so destructive tothe lives and proper- 
ty of our citizens, 1 have to observe, that three 
expedients occur: one by the pursuit of the of- 
fenders to the settled as well as the unsettled 
parts of the Island ftom whence they ‘issue ; 
another, by reprisal on the property of the inhab- 
itants ; aud a third, by the blockade of the ports 
of those Islands. It will be obvious that neither 
of those measures can be resorted to, im a spirit 
of amity with Spain, otherwise than in a firm be- 
lief that neither the Government of Spain, nor 
the Govetnment of either of the Islands, bas the 
power to suppress that atrocious practice, and 
that the United States interpose their aid for the 
accomplishment of an object which is of equal 
importance to them as wellas tous. Actingon 
this principle, the facts which justify the proceed- 
ing being uviversally known and felt by all en- 
gaged in commerce in that sea, it may fairly be 
presumed, that neither will the Government of 
Spain, nor the Government of either of those Isl 
ends, complain of a resort to either of those 
measures, or to all of them, should such a resort 
be necessary. It is therefore suggested, that a 
power, commensurate with either resource, be 
granted to the Executive, to be exercised accord- 
ing to his discretion, and as circumstances may 
imperiously require. It is hoped that the mani- 
festation of a policy so decisive will produce the 


This hope is 
strengthened by the belief that the Government 
of Spain, and the Governments of the Islands, 
particularly of Cuba, whose Chiefie Known here, 
wilt faithfully co-operate in such measures as may 
be necessary for the accomplishment of this ve- 
ry important object.

Extract of a letter from Mr. Randall to Mr. Adams, 
dated Havana, July 14, 1824, 


* | had the honour to write to you last by the 
steam ship Robert Fulton, via New York, of the 
date of the 5th instant. In this letter f gave in- 
formation of the capture of the brig Castor, ot 
Portland, and of the Betsy, Done, of Newport, 
by ‘the pirates, off Matanzas, and of the reported 
capture of several other American vessels. Since 
that date we have certain intelligence ofghe cap- 
ture of the Schooner Mercator, by a pirafical ves- 
sel off Port Escondido. Lf is derived from a pas- 
senger, (a Spaniard) who, as far as we yet kaow, 
is the only person who has been permitted to es- 
cape from the habds of the captors. He calls him- 
self Don Joseph Manuel Rey, and on the 9th in- 
stent, made a depusition before the Vice Consul 
of the United States, at this port, of which the 
folowing extract is the substance : 

‘That fie was a passenget on board the schoon- 
er Mereator, Henty Allen, Master, from New 
York; boond to this port, Havana; that, on the 
3d day of this present month, the said vessel 
was boarded, when near the port of Escondido, 
ou this coast, by a sharp built fore-topsail schoon- 
er, with about forty armed men, who took posses- 
sion of said Mercator, confined ‘his deponent in 
the cabin, (afier first suspending him by the 
thumbs, and then by the neck, to extort informa- 
tion where the money was to be found on board,) 
ior three days, when they sent this deponent ca 
shure, alone, near Camrieca, to the windward of 
Matanzas; for the thtee days this deponent was 
confined he had no communication with any ove, 
and knows not what was done with Captain Al- 
len and his crew.’ 

It is greatly to be feared that these unfortunate 
men have ali been destroyed by the pirates—a 
fate from which the abovenamed passenger was 
only saved by being a Spaniard. 

From further information derived from this 
passenger, 1 apprehend there was on board the 
Mercator’ both public and private letters for me, 
sent from the Department of State, through the 
Coiléctor’s Office of New York.
